\iany ew folk dance records eppeared during the sum- 
mer to fiil the needs of dance camps. Many of these re- 
cords were put out by individuals at their own expence, 
such as the ALLIANCE records which recorded two 
Hungarian dance, Levante Tanc and School Czardas, both 
interesting dances and easy to master. The PANPIPERS 
recorded three dances on one disc, charmingly played. 
This dise consist of three Dutch dances which is proving 
to be the favorites in all the Hastern camps, containing: 
The Horse Jump (Peerdesprong), Bean Stalk and Summer 
Joy, very charming dances, LOS AMIGOS came out with 
with one more record of Mexican dances, La Botella and 
La Costilla. La Botella is the popular, light hearted jarabe 
of the bottle. Buzz Glass taught a version not too com- 
plicated to learn. ASP came out with a series of Israeli, 
Mexican and Early Californian records. The early Cali- 
fornian dances of Mexican origin are both very deilght- 
ful: Cuadrilla de la Sillas (The Quadrill of the Cairs) ASP 
301 and Early Calif. Mazurka. La Suriana (ASP 103) is a 
Sandunga type of dance from Tehuantepec while the flip 
side contains El Rascapetate a dance of zapateados and 
serapes. Al Tiruni is another very charming Israeli dance 
of three figures. This record is backed with a Horra on 
the flip side (ASP 4). Also the Mexican Mixer , Schottish 
(mucho fun) and Jesusita en Chihuahua (ASP 107), all 
good. 

Michael Herman released during the summer a great 
nember ef records and among them a series of the Paul 
Dunsing records of many interesting German dances, well 
done, as expected by the Dunsing supervision and Herman 
manufacture. They are: Sauerlander Quadrille No. 5, Ro. 
MH 1127. Grosser Achterum and Serenade, MH 1128. 
sentor, MH 1129, Black Earth Circle and Queen of Hearts, 
FOLKRAFT likewise has put out a great number of re- 
cords, much too many to enumerate. Write to them for 
their catalogues (1159 Broad St., Newark 5, N, J.) Folkraft 
is striving to attract the schools of any kind. Many of 
their records for primary purposes are often times re- 
tarded at end of musical phrases in order to give a group 
to reorganize which may seem annoying for adult dancing. 
They have put out a great number of “easy to do, and 
mixers’ excellent for party nights and one night stands 
t folk dancing fun. 

FOLK ARTS BAZAR came out with a series of Argen- 
tine dances of which El Triunfo and El Escondido (FAB 
104) was being popularized during this season. Both are 
interesting couple — folk dances, easily mastered and 

ISRAEL recording Co. released an LP of ten Israeli 
dances which Rivka Sturman was introducing at the 
Stockton camp and other West Coast places. Rivka is one 
of the foremost dance leaders in Israel. Her style is hard 
to imitate. Most of her dances were beautiful and the 
Oriental-Yemenite flavor is strongly marked. (LP7). 

John Filcich also released a LP of Hungarian dances 
which were taught in Stockton by Alize Reisz of Hungary. 
It contains 12 dances and orchestrated in genuine Magyar 
flavor by a Hungarian Folk Orchestra, Most of Alice’s
